Balancing of the county’s $4,215,910 
budget for the current year, the ap- 
pointment of a new board of public 
welfare and plans for a road construc- 
tion program based on release of fed- 
eral funds earmarked for Fulton coun- 
ty were approved at a special call 
meeting of the county commissioners 
yesterday morning. 

ppropriations for the Community 
Chest agencies, which will benefit un- 
der the Social Security Act, were cut 
50 per cent for the year, effective July 
1, thus reducing the anticipated ex- 
penditures by $29,950 

Appropriations for Battle Hill sani- 
tarium were reduced to $7,700 from a 
previous estimate of $14,700 and 
grants for the care of juvenile wards 
were fixed at $30,000 instead of $60,- 
000. Grady hospital will receive $83,- 
600 from the county this year, a $4,- 
600 increase. 

Another reduction was accomplished 
by the elimination of salaries for fire- 
men at the two new county fire sta- 
tions, which will not be completed un- 
til January 1, 1938. A total of $14,-

'Ship on Which 6 Were Killed When Shell Exploded|

Program Is Recommended | 
ToProvideFarmers With 
Buffer Against Disaster. 


Text of President Roosevelt’s 
Crop Insurance Message in 
Page 15. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—(4)— 
President -Roosevelt recommended to 
congress today adoption of a system 
of crop insurance to provide the farm- 
er with a buffer against disastrous 
crop failures. 

He said that such insurance coupled 
with a system of storage reserves for 
crop surpluses in good years “would 
assist in providing a more nearly even 
flow of farm supplies, thus stabilizing 
farm buying power and contributing to 
the security of business and employ- 
ment.” 

“A program of crop insurance and 
storage of reserves,” he said, ‘should 
be part of the foundation of agricul- 
tural policy which we are building 
and which must include the conserva- 
tion of soil and water, better land use, 
increased farm income, and allevia- 
tion of distress in rural areas arising 
out of factors beyond the control of 
individual producers.” 

The President sent to congress with 
his message a report of his special 
committee of government officials 
which planned the insurance program. 

Under the program, estimated to 
cost $100,000,000 to $150,000,000, the 
insured farm would be _ protected 
against such natural hazards as 
drouth, grasshoppers and hail. 

The farmer would be protected up to 
75 per cent of his normal yield. 

Thus if he lost his wheat crop which 
would have returned him 12 bushels 
to the acre, he would be protected 
against nine bushels of the loss. He 
would be paid either in the commodity 
o1 its cash equivalent. 

The President recommended that 
crop insurance be extended to wheat 
for the crop year 1938. 

“I believe that iegislation should 
authorize application of similar pro- 
grams to other commodities,” he said, 
‘when it is established that producers 
desire them and application of the plan 
to wheat has provided a back log of 
experience in applying the principles 
of crop insurance.” 

The committee of federal officials 
who planned the insurance program 
told Mr. Roosevelt it was “too large 
an undertaking for private companies.” 

They said the federal government 
could “well afford” te pay “admin- 
istrative’ and overheaa@ costs for the 
plan to protect farmers against crop 
losses by drouth and other “un- 
avoidable disasters,” 

Secretary Wallace, chairman of the 
committee, said the plan “would have 
the effect of storing up reserves of 
wheat in years of large crops and re- 
leasing them on the market in years 
of crop failure.”

Governor Rivers yesterday urged 
the Georgia legislature to speed its 
consideration of liquor measures and 
said he would assume “joint respon- 
sibility” in “whatever you see proper 
to do in this behalf.” 

He emphasized he was making no 
recommendations “on whether or not 
you raise revenue from liquor.” 

“Bills have been introduced in the 
assembly for raising revenue from liq- 
uor,” Rivers said in a surprise dis- 
cussion of the subject in a message 
on homestead and personal yroperty 
tax exemptions. “This question is an 
issue in the assembly which all of us 
recognize must be settled. 

“I.am not undertaking to tell you 
how to settle it, but I am urging you 
to settle it one way or another with 
as much dispatch and with as little 
friction as possible in. advance of con- 
sideration of the general tax pro 
gram.” 

The outstanding legislative develop- 
ment of the day was the adoption by 
the senate of a proposed constitution- 


al amendment permitting the classifi- 
cation of property for taxation, an 
amendment designed to increase the 
yield on intangibles. The amendment 
already has the approval of the house 
and will be signed today by Governor 
Rivers, who has announced he will 
not veto a constitutional amendment. 

Arrangements are being made to 
vote on this and other proposed con- 
stitutional amendments on June 8.

SAN PEDRO, Cal. Feb. 18.— 
(AP)—Explosion of a five-inch shell 
as marines loaded it into a gun killed 
six men and injured 10 aboard the 
demilitarized battleship Wyoming 
today— injecting startling reality of 
war into peacetime fleet maneuvers. 

The explosion occurred during the 
culminating phase of the four-day 
sky, sea and land fighting in which 
3,700 marines, 750 army troops and 
a dozen naval vessels engaged at San 
Clemente island, 60 miles offshore. 

Among those killed was Captain 
Edward J. Trumble, United States 
marine corps, attached to the Wyo- 
ming, who apparently was directing 
the gunfire aboard the oldest bat- 
tleship now in use by the navy. 
Captain Trumble’s home was in 
Alexandria, Va.

‘SOUTHERN OFFERS AID 


IN UNDERPASS RIGHTS 


Railway Would Advance 
$72,000 on 1938 Taxes 
to Finance Project. 


Proposal that $7,000 necessary for 
right of ways for the North avenue 
underpass be advanced by the South- 
ern Railway in lieu of city and county 
taxes in 1938S was made yesterday at 
a conference of city and county offi- 
cials where efforts to save $486,000 
allocated by the government for the 
underpass were made. 

County Commissioner George F. 
Logino yesterday was authorized 
by the county commission to work 
plan with the city for securing the 
money for the rights of way. At 
the conference yesterday were Lon- 
gino, R. B. Pegram, vice president of 
the Southern Railway; Mayor Harts- 
field, Commissioner Ed Almand, As- 
sistant City Attorney J. C. Murphy 
and County Attorney Harold Sheats. 

Mayor Hartsfield has called a meet- 
ing of City Comptroller B. Graham 
West, Finance Chairman Ed A. Gil- 
liam, Councilman George Lyle, chair- 
man of the public works committee; 
Chief of Construction Clarke Donald- 
son, and Bridge Engineer C. E. Kauf- 
man to consider the tentative offer 
made by Pegram. The railroad offi- 
cial said confirmation of the deal 
would have to come from the national 
headquarters of his company. 

The railroad pays approximately 
$70,000 annually in taxes to the city 
and-‘county and the proposal is that 
1938 taxes be advanced in order for 


the local governments to take advan- 


tage of the federal aid in constructing 
the underpass at North avenue and 
Marietta street. Unless contracts are 
let and right of ways obtained by June 
30, the federal Bureau of Roads may 
allocate the underpass money for an- 
other purpose, it was said. 

The county commission yesterday 
agreeo to share the cost of the right 
of ways and damages equally with the 
city. 


WOMEN WARNED 
ON WRINKLE WORRY 


Japanese Feminist Says U.S. 
‘ Matrons More Privileged 
Than Rest of World. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—(#)— 
American women should worry less 
about “waging war on wrinkles,” a 
little Japanese feminist said today, 
and should spend more time being 
glad because “‘they’re the most privi- 
leged women in the world.” 

Baroness Shidzue Ishimoto, of 
Tokyo, a leader in the Japanese wom- 
an suffrage movement, was amused 
American women's distress over 
wrinkles and advancing age. 

“You should be glad,” she said, “‘be- 
cause you don’t have to wage war on 
a lot of other things. 

“American women have more privi- 
leges than any other women in the 
world,” said the baroness, a pretty, 
dark-haired woman in a lavender silk 
kimono, pale green velvet sandals and 
a wide white sash embroidered with 
cherry blossoms. 

“You are born into good things— 
with the right to vote when you grow 
up, to hold executive jobs in business 
and government posts. 

“The strange thing is that so many 
American women don’t seem to appre- 
ciate 7 but take it as a matter of

There is no question but that the 
Arabs of Palestine hav,e benefited 
enormously by the Jewish influx into 
the Holy Land. The Jews have ban- 
ished malaria by drying up _ the 
swamps. They have virtually wiped 
out trachoma—that dread disease of 
eastern countries, which accounts for 
the fact that 25 per cent of the Arabic 
peoples in neighboring countries are 
either blind or going blind. Jewish en- 


Palestine are three and five times as 
‘high as in the most advanced Arabic 
states of Egypt and Syria. 

Since the Jews started colonization 
work on a big scale in 1919, the 
Arab population which had been sta- 
tionary for the last 500 years, has 
doubled. Thé Jews have brought the 
eight-hour day without legislation to 
that effect existing in Palestine. The 
Arab landowners have profited by 
Jewish land-hunger to raise the value 
of their estates to fantastic speculative 
heights. The bigger farmers have also 
learned from the Jews the technique 


of irrigation, while research at Jew- 
ish experimental farms, laboratories, 
and the chemical defartment of the 
Hebrew University has ifftroduced all 
the new breeds of wheat, barley, 
citrus fruits and a livestock adapted 
to a difficult cHimate.

WS BEHIND THE NEWS

MAIL BATTLE WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—When Mr. John (To Be 

or Not To Be) Lewis announced he would swing his 
support behind President Roosevelt’s extensive judicial New Deal, he did 
not mean moral support. 

Mr. Lewis plays his Hamlet in politics and in labor, not with lace 
cuffs and a rapier, but with a purse of gold and a shillelagh. In fact, 
his spokesman, Major George L. Berry of labor’s so-called Non-Partisan 
League, broadly hinted at the weapon they had in mind this time. He 
said, “Congressmen will be delighted to hear from their people back 
home and we are not going to deny them the privilege.” 

What they did not say is that the communications which congressmen 
have been receiving from Mr. Lewis’ forces out in the country indicate 
that some organization is vitally necessary. 

For instance, one congressman stopped a colleague from an adjoining 
state in the hall the other day, saying he had received the most unusual 
mandate from a constituent in all his experience. It came from a mine 
worker local. The colleague had received exactly the same wire from a 
local in his state. Both wires read simply: 

“We expect you to be for whatever the President: is for.” 


POSTAGE What Mr’ Lewis can do in a postage way, if he sets his

FRIGHT-FLURRY The Lewis-Berry postal attack on congress ap- 

pears to be needed by the organizers of the Pres- 
ident’s fight. The real thing which stopped his program cold and delayed 
consideration was the onslaught of critical communications to congress- 
men from their folks back home. His normally loyal supporters in con- 
gress were frightened. 

Most of the estimates on mail are being given out by opposition con- 
gressmen. They may or may not be exaggerating, but their assertions 
indicate that their mail, unlike Mrs. Roosevelt’s, is nowhere near even. 

Republican Representative Millard, Tarrytown, N. Y., told-the house 
he had received between 1,800 and 2,000 telegrams, letters and petitions, 
but only one in favor. Republican Senator Capper’s mail, which is re- 
puted to be the largest in congress, is reported 95 per cent against; 
Democratic Senator Burke, Nebraska, 95 per cent against; Senator Her- 
ring, lowa, 90 per cent against. Herring is the only one favorable to 
the President’s plan. 


SECRETARIAL WORK During the utilities and bonus fights, con- 

gress received hundreds of thousands of 
communications, but most of these were obviously organized. Some of 
the utilities and bonus people were supposed to have written the letters 
themselves before going out on the highways and byways and soliciting 
Signatures, in some cases signing the names themselves and paying the 
postage. 

The first batches of incoming mail this time were obviously not the 
result of skillful organization, but much of the deluge poured from pens 
of lawyers and others acquainted with the subject. 

The President’s friends believe their deficiency in mail support was 
due to the fact that the issue was not understood by the average man 
in the street. They trust that, after a period of systematized campaign 
educational work and organization, they can bring in mail to congres- 
sional “ec which will give congress Justification for Supporting the 
proposal.

FAIR ENOUGH

death that man in Oneonta, N. Y., 
who shook to death a 15-month-old 
baby. However, a reasonable exami- 
nation of the-events leading up to the 
tragedy —— a much different con- 
clusion. e man’s explanation is 
that the baby bit him, and if that is 
true there would seem to be a pretty 
clear case of self-defense. Biting is a 
crime, and while the extreme youth of 
the victim will have to be considered, 
the fact remains that in the imme- 
diate absence of the police = | man 
has a right to protect himself from 
assault. 

Sometimes, at first reading, such an 
incident seems extremely brutal, but 
good citizens will remember the some- 
what larger but otherwise almost. iden- 
tical case of Italy and Abyssinia 
which disturbed the world about a 

ear ago. It may be recalled that the 
ague of Nations went off half-cock- 
ed in the fall of 1935, adopted a boy- 
cott against the Italian government, 
and but for the strong determination 
of Benito Mussolini and the high prin- 
ciple of the nation might have wrought 
a great ,irreparable wrong. 

n the case of the baby in Oneon- 
ta, Y., it seems to be admit- 
Oneonta, N. Y., it seems to be admit- 
ted that the deceased was crying out 
loud and disturbing the peace of the 
man. Now it is not civilized conduct 
to cry out loud contrary to the peace 
of others. In a civilized society it is 
an obligation binding on everyone to 
consider and respect the reasonable 
rights of others, and this man was 
driven to a mild remonstrance. He 
picked the baby up to stop its crying, 
and it was at this point that the baby 
bit him, precipitating the struggle in 
which the aggressor unfortunately lost 


his life. 
Haile ‘In Abyssinia, Musso- 
F lini was minding his 
“Bit”? Duce own business, but thie 
vicious Ethiopians 
greased their hair with rancid goat 
blubber, neglected to bathe, and did 
not smell pretty to windward. Inas- 
much as the prevailing winds are off 
the interior and onto the zone which 
the Italians then occupied, a great con- 
quering spirit of the new Italy offered 
a polite though firm objection. 
Mussolini didn’t exactly pick the 
baby up, for physical contact with the 
Ethiopians is repugnant to highly 
civilized persons, but he did shoot a 
few of them here and there by way of 
admonition.

I happened to be in Italy at the time, 
and though my own first impression 
was against the Duce I came to a 
pause when I observed distinguished 
churchmen exhorting young Italian 
farmers to leave their fields and go 
abroad to fight the foul aggressor.

Hope for churchmen had delivered 
Justice exhortations almost iden- 
tical in principle to the 

scrabby brutes who went whooping 
into Addis Ababa shouting the native 
equivalent of “In God is Our Trust 
but these clerics were all great igno 
ramuses, and the warriors themselves, 
of course, were horribly inferior to 
the Italian soldiers, 1 in 10 of whom 
could read and write a little. And, 
anyway, there was no getting arount 
the one fundamental fact that the 
baby bit the Duce.

There are single mills which use 
more electrical energy each year than 
is used to light the cities of Toronto 
and Montreal combined.” 


Mr. Vining admits that the indus 
try is using up Canada’s wealth of 
forests “at a prodigious rate.” He 
says that “the Canadian mills dur- 
ing the last five years . . . have cons 
sumed at least 4,000 square miles of 
forest.” The Canadian situation is 
something for the south to keep fore 
ever in mind as it develops its own 
newsprint industry. There are happy 
differences, of course, between the 
growing conditions of pine and of 
spruce, but whatever needs to be 
done to protect our forests must be 
done.

$800,000 Road Fund. 

Commissioner George F. Longino, 
tendering a report of his trip with 
Ed L. Almand, Walter Hendrix and 
A. Steve Nance to Washington this 
weeks, declared the Federal Bureau of 
Roads representatives told them $18,- 
000,000 in road money was being held 
for Georgia and that approximately 
$800,000 of this amount is earmarked 
to Fulton county. 

Congressman Robert Ramspeck re- 
quested that one-tenth of the road 
money be diverted to the fifth congres- 
sional district, Longino reported. 

With money, now held by the high- 
way department but earmarked for 
Fulton, work can begin on the new 
Marietta highway, the Cheshire road 
paving, and several bridges across the 
Chattahoochee river, he declared. The 
money has been held by the highway 
department for some time, the com- 
missioner revealed, but under the Tal- 
madge administration no contracts 
for the Fulton work were let. This 
sum includes the $476,000 earmarked 
for the North Avenue underpass. 

Main Sewer Rushed. 

In discussing the sewer work in 
Fulton county, Longino said the fed- 
eral authorities told the delegation 
that the main trunk line, known as 
Peachtree sewer line No. 1, must be 
completed before side sewers are con- 
structed if federal funds are to be 
provided. It develops the sewage dis- 
posal plants being constructed by the 
federal government will soon be com- 
pleted and there will be no sewer 
line connected with it, he said. 

All work on side sewers will be 
stopped until the main line is com- 
pleted, the commissioners ruled. 

A committee was appointed to make 
an agreement with the city whereby 
the county can tap sewer lines cleng 
the main routes. 


The commission ordered an investi- 
gation of the disposal of interest on 
fees held by municipal court author- 
ities.

exempt. Following the véting of the 
exemption by the people or during 
this session, conditioned on that vote, 
an act must be provided for the man- 
ner and method of appraisal and set- 
ting such exemptions so that the ex- 
emption cannot be nullified through 
the expediency of raising local as- 
sessments. The details of this I 
am sure will be worked out satisfac- 
torily by the assembly without my zo- 
ing into that question in this mes- 
sage. 

With the enactment of the pro- 
gram outlined in my previous mes- 
sages, and called for in the Demo- 
cratic platform, and the enactment 
of the home and household and 
kitchen furniture proposal, the as- 
sembly will have arrived at that 
point in the program to give con- 
sideration to the question of taxa- 
tion. It is perfectly proper for the 
people to know how the tax money 
is to be spent and what taxes are 
to be taken off before we place ad- 
ditional taxes on them. Through the 
educational, social security and va- 
rious of the other items of the pro- 
gram heretofore outlined in my pre- 
vious messages, the people know for 
what purpose we propose to expand 
the tax money. Through the home and 
household and. kitchen furniture ex- 
emptions they know and are guar- 
anteed what taxes they are to be 
taken off. The people of Georgia 
will not, and should not, stand for 
any taxes simply as additional taxes. 
These new taxes must be, in as 
large a measure as possible, subeti- 
tute taxes and not additional taxes. 
In other words, when we put on 
some new taxes we must take off 
some old taxes. When we distribute 
the burden state-wide, we must’ re- 
lieve the burden locally. So that be- 
fore we approach the question of 
taxation, in my opinion, it is ab- 
solutely necessary that we enact the 
program heretofore outlined, so that 
the people will know how the money 
is going to be spent, and that we en- 
the home and household and 
kitchen furniture exemptions so that 
they will know from what taxes they 
are. going to be relieved. When this 
is done, then we shall approach the 
question of how best to raise the 
revenue through taxation to care 
for the services we are to give the 
people and to grant them the relief 
we have provided. To that end, I 
will, within the next few days, with 
your permission, come before you 
with a special message on taxation.

I am not urging upon the assem- 
bly what amount of home exemption 
you provide, nor what amount of 
household and kitchen furniture ex- 
emption you _ provide, That is a 
matter entirely in your discretion. 
However, let me again point out that 
unless you provide approximately the 
same amount of exemption that you 
are making possible to take off of the 
local taxes that the people have no 
guarantee that the reduction will ae- 
tually in fact be made or that the 
people who should have the benefit of 
the reduction will be the ones to ac- 
tually receive it.

Therefore, there is every reason why 
the exemptions should apply to all 
taxes, other than the possible excep- 
tion of the municipal tax. 

While I have used the figure of 
$5,000 for the exemption, and I hope 
you will be able to make it this 
amount, based on the survey sub- 
mitted, nevertheless, as I have said, 
whatever the general assembly in its 
wisdom sees fit to make the ex- 
emption amount is a matter entirely 
with you. Any exemption is better 
than no exemption at all. 


EXEMPTION 


Let me point in this connection to 
the fact that Florida, on the south 
of us, has a $5,000 home exemption. 
Lying immediately contiguous to us 
and attracting through our state to 
her borders multitudes of visitors, 
who are. prospective homeowners, 
makes it advantageous for us_ to 
place our home exemption at the 
same attractive amount as Florida, 
if. possible. 

It must also be borne in mind that

In exempting homes and household 
and kitchen furniture, we are setting 
no new precedent on the question of 
exemptions. We already in Georgia 
exempt property owned by churches, 
schools, civic, fraternal and secret 
organizations from taxation. We ex- 
empt this property from taxes for 
two reasons: they are non-profit 
making and they are rendering a 
service to society. On the same basis, 
the home and household and kitchen 
furniture should be exempt. Certain- 
ly the home is non-profit making and 
certainly it serves society. Indeed, 
without the home, there would be 
no need for either the church, the 
school, the civic, the fraternal or the 
secret order. Therefore, it is right 
and proper that the home and house- 
hold and kitchen furniture be taken 
out of the profit-making, non-society 
serving class, that is taxed, and put 
into the non-profit making society- 
serving class where it belongs and 
where it will be according to prece- 


dent already established exempt from 
taxation. We grant exemptions on 
practically every form of tax 
have. 


In 1935 the house of representa- 
tives passed a $5000 home exemp- 
tion proposal and a $500 household 
and kitchen furniture proposal. The 
last administration blocked the sub- 
mitting of this measure to the peo- 
ple. On March 22, 1935, while I 
was speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, in a speech on the floor 
of this house, I told the members of 
the house of 1935 that, although the 
selfish interests of this state had 
crucified home exemptions, it 
not dead; that we would make it 
an issue before the people in the next 
campaign.

Certain parts of the program are 
to be financed, we propose, by spe- 
cific and definitely allocated taxes. 
For instance, it is proposed that 
the rural route program be financed 
by a maintenance tax on trucks and 
buses; that the free schoolb»ook pro- 
gram be financed by a _ readjust- 
ment of the tax on beer and the 
placing of a tax on wine. These spe- 
cifically allocated taxes to support 
a segregated part of the program, I 
feel should be acted upon by the as- 
sembly in advance of the general 
tax program. By doing this we clear 
away certain parts of the program 
that have their own particular fi- 
nance measures allocated to them. 
I urge you to consider these specific 
finance measures in clearing the way 
for our general tax program. 


LIQUOR REGULATION 
AND REVENUE PLAN 

There are two other matters that 
should be determined by the assem- 
bly, in my opinion, before we come 
to the consideration of additional 
tax measures for the general pro- 
gram. One is the question of rais- 
ing revenue from the regulation of 
liquor. I am making no recommen- 
dations to the assembly on whether 
or not you raise revenue from liquor, 
The reason Il am making no recom- 
mendation is because this question 
was neither an issue in the last 
campaign nor a plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform. For me to urge 
your action one way or the other 
on this question, since I[ have no 
legislative prerogative in the matter 
and have no issue upon which to jus- 
tify such a recommendation, would 
not only be highly presumptious on 
my part, but would be breaking 
faith with those people who might 
have voted for or against me had 
they known in advance my position. 

In addition to this, the «cuestion 
of raising revenue from liquor has 
been so thoroughly debated—pro and 
con—until nearly every member of 
the assembly has his or her mind 
made up definitely one way or an- 
other about it. Bills have been intro- 
duced in the assembly for the rais- 
ing of revenue from liquor. This 
question is an issue in the assembly, 
which all of us recognize must be 
settled. I am not tndertaking to 
tell you how to settle it, but I am 
urging you to settle it one way or 
another, with as much dispatch and 
with as little friction as possible, 
in advance of consideraton of the gen- 
eral tax program. 

The reason for this is obvious. 
Should you decide to legalize liquor 
that would affect the amount of reve- 
nue necessary to be raised from other 
sources. Likewise, should you decide 
not to raise revenne from liquor, 
that would affect the raising of rev- 
enue from other sources. Should you 
decide to raise revenue on the state 
store plan, or on the monopoly and 
license plan jointly, or on the li- 
cense plan, the amount of revenue 
raised would vary in each instance. 
So that, until you determine, not 
only the question of whether or not 
you are going to raise revenue from 
liquor, but the plan by which you

Senate Resolution.

“Whereas the deplorable informa- 
tion has come to the Georgia senate 
of the death at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning of that grand Georgian, Christ- 
ian gentleman, and highly beloved 
friend of mankind, the Hon. Lamar- 
tine G. Hardman, former Governor of

B. Hardman; 

“Be it resolved that it is the senti- 
ment of the senate that the state of 
Georgia has lost one of its most use- 
ful and valuable citizens, the medical 
profession one of its deservedly out- 
standing members; 

“Be it further resolved that the 
heartfelt sympathy of the senate is 
expressed to the members of the fam- 
ily of Dr. Hardman, and the senate re- 
main silent for a period of five min- 
utes in respect to the memory of our 
departed friend.” 

Native of Commerce. 

A native of Commerce, Ga., Dr. 
Hardman was born April 14, 1856, 
on the farm of his father, Dr. W. B. 
J. Hardman. His mother was Susan 
Elizabeth Colquitt. He remained a 
lifelong resident of Commerce, al- 
Fa his career took him into many 
ields. 


Dr. Hardman began his career, at 
Commerce, shortly after being grad- 
uated in 1877 from the Georgia Medi- 
cal College at Augusta, and after he 
had completed his interneship at Belle- 
vue hospital, New York, with gradu- 
ate work at the New York Polyclinic 
hospital, the University in Pennsyl- 
vania, in Philadelphia, and Guy’s hos- 


pital, in London, England. 


He began his 
brother, Dr. W.

Prior to his election as Governor, 
Dr. Hardman served two terms in the 
Georgia general assembly. He served 


as a member of the house of repre-' 


sentatives from 1902 to 1907, and as|

During the World War, he served 
as a member of the state fuel admin- 
istration for Georgia. 

On the occasion of his second in- 
auguration as Governor, in 1929, Dr. 
Hardman said: 

“It is apparent in our state, and 
indeed in most, if not all the states 
in the Union, that there is a need and 
a demand for a more modern, busi- 
nesslike arrangement of operating the

state’s affairs, that will simplify our 
plan of operation, and thereby sug: 
gest to us equality and justice in the 
support of our state government and 
our state institutions.” 

In that same address, he advocated 
development of the State University 
Agricultural College, a public health 
program and maintenance of “the 
majesty and enforcement of the law.” 

80 Last Year. 


When he celebrated his eightieth 
birthday last year, Dr. Hardman re- 
ceived a telegram from President 
Roosevelt, congratulating him on the 
attainment of “four-score years” and 
lauding him for “rendering con- 
spicuous service to your fellow man.” 

The holder of extensive farm lands 
in various sections of the state, Dr. 
Hardman attained distinction as an 
authority on tile draining and _ the 
growing of English walnuts. 

He was a believer in diversified 
farming, and told tenants that “they 
could farm my way” and if they did 
not succeed, I would give them the 
lond, but if they farmed their way, 
and did not succeed, they would have 
to take the consequences.” 


Founder of Alto. 


Dr. Hardman was founder of the 
Alto Tubercular sanitarium, at Alto, 
and was an ardent advocate of prohi- 
bition. He delivered many addresses 
on prohibition and likewise was the 
author of pamphlets on the effects of 
smoking. These papers were distribut- 
ed to Georgia schools. 

The former Governor, known as “Dr. 
Lam,” was the owner of a historical 
estate in Nacoochee valley, high in the 
Georgia mountains. He preserved 
many important Indian mounds erect- 
ed there. 

On this estate, Dr. Hardman spent 
many summers. Riding horseback was 
his favorite recreation and sport and 
for many years he was a familiar sight 
riding the mountain and valley trails. 


Only in the last few years did the 
former Governor give up riding when 
it was considered dangerous to his 


health.

LEGISLATURE 10 HEAR 
EXPERT ON TOBACCO 


Control Compact Sought; 
Joint Session To Hear 
Hutson Feb. 23. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—J. B. 
Hutson, assistant administrator of the 
AAA, today accepted the invitation 
of Governor Rivers to address a joint 
session of the Georgia legislature on 
state Tobacco Compacts” February 
| State compacts for the control of 
_flue-cured or bright leaf tobacco was 
authorized last year by congress. but 
the act is dependent upon state legis- 
lation for its full enforcement. Flue- 
cured tobacco is grown mainly in 
Georgia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina and Virginia, with a smaller 
‘amount raised in Flagida. The legis- 
Jatures of North Car®lina and Vir- 
_ginia have already adopted the fed- 
eral compact and it is understood here 
' that adoption by the general assembly 
‘of South Carolina “is fairly certain.” 
According to Hutson. all four states 
| will have to accept substantially the 
same compact if the federal law is to 
be put into effective operation. When 
adopted the compacts will permit the 
flue-cured tobacco growing states to 
control the production of the weed in 
pretty much the same way as.was 
permitted under the old AAA admin- 
istration. 

Being the head of a new state ad- 
ministration, Governor Rivers or his 
department of agriculture did not 
want to urge adoption of the compacts 
until their full foree and effect had 
been explained to the lawmaking body 
of Georgia, officials of the federal 
| Department of Agriculture said. Ac- 
cordingly Hutson, an expert on to- 
| bacco control, agreed to instruct the 
| Georgia lawmakers.

crop insurance follows: - 

During the past four years the 
government has assisted farmers in 
meeting emergencies of two differ- 
ent types. The first was the col- 
lapse of prices resulting from huge 
sorpluses for which foreign markets 
had disappeared. The second was 
widespread failure of crops result- 
ing from drouth. 

Government action helped both 
farmers and consumers. Mean- 
while it bas been shown that neither 
producers nor consumers are bene- 
fited by wide fluctuations in either 
price or supplies of farm products. 
IT’S TIME TO TAKE STEPS 
FOR PERMANENT PROGRAM 

Convinced that the time has come 
to take permanent steps to protect 
farmers and consumers against dis- 
asters of both types, I appointed, 
on September 19 last, a committee 
of representatives of federal agen- 
cies and requested this committee 
to prepare a report and recommen- 
dations for legislation providing a 
plan of “all-risk” crop insurance. 

The committee has now completed 
its work and |] transmit to you its 
report, entitled “Report and Rec- 
ommendations of the President's 
Committee on Crop Insurance.” 
have examined this report and I am 
convinced that the plan it outlines 
is practical, socially desirable, and 
worthy of your thoughtful consid- 
eration. 

I believe that it provides an ade- 
quate hasis for legislation which 
will make possible a program of 
crop insurance appa a8 to wheat for 
the crop year 1938. 

I believe that legislation should 
authorize application of similar 
programs to other commodities when 
it is established that producers de- 
sire them and application of the 
plan to wheat has provided a back 
log of experience in applying the 
principles of crop insurance. 

Crop insurance and a system of 
storage reserves should operate so 
that surpluses in years of good 
weather might be carried over for 
use in years of unfavorable growing 
conditions. 

Crop insurance and a system of 
storage reserves would help to pro- 
tect the income of individual farm- 
ers against the hazards of crop fail- 
ure; it would help to protect con- 
sumers against shortages of food 
supplies and against extremes of 

rices; and finally, it would assist 
n providing a more nearly even 
flow of farm supplies, thus stabiliz- 
ing farm buying power and contrib-

The government also has a spe- 
cia] interest in measures’ which 
would assist in guarding farmers 
and consumers against emergencies 
arising out of extremes of surpluses 
or shortages. 

The expense in the past to fed- 
eral, state and local governments 
arising by. reason of crop. losses 
points to the desirability of em- 
ploying the principle of insurance 
in order to lessen the cost—finan- 
cial and human—of future crop 
disasters.

From the cards in sight 
in dummy and East’s own hand it 
was obvious that West could not have 
sufficient entries to clear and cash 
spade tricks. Thus, a shift was quite 
logical! There was no sense in shifting 
to diamonds, and the club situation, 
South having started with a club bid, 
appeared equally unpropitious. Hav- 
ing arrived at hearts by the process 
of elimination, East next considered 
what heart he should lead. If West 
had the 10 of hearts, all heart leads 
by East would be the same. If West 
had the queen and not the 10, a low 
heart lead would be fatal. Acting on 
the sound premise, East selected the 
nine of hearts, and this excellent at- 
tack was the declarer’s undoing. He 
covered with the 10 (it would not 
have mattered had he played either 
the king or small heart), West played 
the queen, and dummy’s ace won the 
trick. Now the diamond finesse was 
taken, West winning, and returning 
a heart. Dummy played low, and 
East's six spot forced the king. Later, 
East had to get on lead with the ace 
_ of clubs, and cashed his jack and sev- 
en of hearts for the defeat of the con- 
| tract. 

| It is interesting to note that no

With Springlike Weather in Full Sway and Continued 
Balminess in Prospect, Marsupial Turns Out 
To Be Pessimistic Wash-Out. 


The groundhog, much publicized as| 


a forecaster of weather, was either 
completely baffled or just plain lazy 
when he popped out of his hole here 


recently and scampered underground 
against for six more weeks of sleep. 

Because “spring is just around the 
corner, if not closer,” according to 
weather bureau observers here. Today, 
they said, will be “an ideal spring 
day,” with prospects of more to fol- 
low.

Six days in February. have seen 
the temperature drop below freezing, 
while in January the freezing mark 
was touched only once. January best- 
ed February in high temperatures, 
with the mercury touching 74 on Jan- 
uary 24.

Several days in January found 
the mercury touching the 72-degree 
mark. 

The lowest temperature this month, 
and the lowest of the winter,  inci- 
dentally, was 21 degrees, registered on 
the 11th.

TIFTON BANK CHARTER 
REVOKED BY GORMLEY 


Superintendent Cites Refusal 
of Permit Which Brought 
Talmadge Ouster. 


Superintendent R. F. Gormley of 
the State Banking Departmept an- 
nounced yesterday the Farmers Bank 


of Tifton’s permit to do business had 
been revoked. 

Gormley, who returned to his post 

in the banking department shortly aft- 
er Rivers took office as Governor, 
was ousted last year by Talmadge for 
refusing a charter for a new bank at 
Tifton. 
| In his order, made public yesterday, 
/Gormleyv said the permit, issued by 
iJ. C. Beasley. then superintendent, 
'“shows plainly” it was based on “in- 
‘formation and belief rather than in 
| compliance with the provisions of the 
aw.” 
| The long order enumerated other 
reasons for the revocation. 
Gormley said he had once refused 
|a charter for the Tifton State Bank, 
_and that capitol stock subscribers and 
| proposed officers of that bank and of 
| the Farmers Bank were “almost iden- 
| tical.” He said the application of 
the Farmers Bank would be “affected 
‘by the same circumstances” which 
caused him to refuse a charter for 
the Tifton State Bank. 

He said the Tifton State Bank ap- 
plied for deposit insurance to the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corporation 
in Washington and that the FDIC 
refused the application. 

“No application has been filed by 
the proposed Farmers Bank of Tifton 
with the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, for deposit insurance,” 
Gormley said. “I am advised by offi- 
cials of that corporation that their at- 
titude in regard to insuring the de- 
posits of the proposed bank under the 
present managerial set-up and condi- 
tions will he the same as their atti- 
tude towards the Tifton State Bank.”

X—Shrapnel and Poison Gas. | 


A certain man, long since dead, 
might “turn in his grave” if he knew 
all the damage done by an invention 
he made. His name was Henry 
Shrapnel, and he was an officer in the 
British army. 

For years, Shrapne! worked on the 
problem of how to make the shot of a 
cannon more deadly. Then, in the year. 
1808, shells formed along the line of 
his invention were nsed in a battle! 
against the French. Inside each hollow 
iron she!l were dozens of small pieces 


of metal and some powder. When it 
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struck the enemy, it exploded and the 
bits of metal flew around in all di- 


rections. 


In an effort to pay honor to the in- 
ventor, the name of “shrapnel” was 


war. 


fare. They have helped to make war 
what it is. 

We who live on this side of the At- 
lantic do not know the terror which 
fille the minds of great numbers of 
people in Europe. Reports from Spain 
have told us a little of the horror 
there, but outside Spain the people 
are in fear. Millions of gas masks have 
been made and passed around to citi- 
zens of different countries. This has 
been done because those in charge of 
the governments know that poison gas 
bombs probably will be dropped on 
cities if there is a general war in 
Europe. 

It is not alone the soldiers who are 
given gas masks. Women and children 
receive them as well, and drills are 
held to make ready for airplane raids. 

Many kinds of poison gas were 
used during the World War. Tanks 
of chlorine were opened when the wind 
was blowing toward enemy trenches, 
and it caused pain ir the lungs when 
breathed, often ending in death. Most 
deadly of all was. prussi¢c acid gas, 
which caused almost instant death. 

In addition there were gases which 
caused weeping or sneezing, with great 
pain in the nose, throat and eyes. The 
purpose of these was not to kill but to 
weaken the enemy before an attack. 

Very good gas masks have been 
made to guard people from the forms 
of gas known to be ready for use fn 
During the World War most 


_kinds of gas were spread by means of 


bombs, or through shells fired from 


cannon.
